The Vice President of the Board of Administrators and the Director 
of the Charity Hospital of Louisiana {at New Orleans) submit the fol- 
lowing report of the activities of the hospital covering the period Julv 1, 
1951 through June 30, 1952. 

During the fiscal year, 287,396 patients were treated in the Admit- 
ting- Rooms of this hospital, 103,899 patients were seen in its Accident 
Rooms, and 515,171 visits were made by 96,581 patients to the Clinics: 
from these three departments, 62,712 patients were admitted to hospital 
wards, spending a total of 808,540 days in the hospital. Of the patients 
admitted to the hospital, 20,056 were White and 42,650 were Negro. 
A total of 13,521 operations were performed and 11,360 deliveries ac- 
complished. The overall mortality rate for the hospital was 4.01 'r. The 
volume of work done during the past year compares favorably with 
that done in years previous, and is a tribute to the loyalty and unselfish 
performance of duty by the smaller intern and resident staff which 
the hospital had. The interns numbered 99 and the resident staff 199. 
The problems which these doctors had to face and the burdens which 
they carried were compounded by the shortage of nursing personnel 
which this hospital faced throughout the entire year. Through the un- 
stinting efforts of the Visiting Staff, whose physieian-memhers gave 
generously of their time, patients as well as resident and intern physi- 
cians benefitted. 

The hospital huildings are in good condition, repairs and improve- 
ments having been made where necessary during the year. 

The renovation of the Isolation Building (devoted exclusively to 
the cure of infectious and contagious diseases) is nearing completion 
and will soon be ready for occupancy, providing an additional elevator, 
a modern diet kitchen (with a separate area for washing and sterilizing 
utensils), piped-oxygen to all areas, a new operating room in conjunc- 
tion with the diphtheria ward for performing emergency tracheotomies 
and bronshoseopies, a ventilating system to prevent cross-currents of 
air from room to room, thus reducing cross-infection of patients, shatter- 
proof glass partitions between rooms on children's floor to permit 
thorough-vision for nurses, additional and adequate facilities for sterili- 
zation of equipment, and vastly improved treatment rooms, nurses sta- 
tions and medication preparation areas. There was complete overhaul- 
ing of plumbing to include installation of handwashing facilities in 
each room, and the building was completely electrically rewired. The

State Board of Liquidation granted $75,000.00 and, at a Special Session, 
the Legislature approved $175,000.00 for this project. The total cost 
for this work amounted to $356,651.52. 

During the past year, provisions were made in the Lapeyre-Milten- 
berger Building to house the new School of Physical Therapv, which 
is to open September 10, 1952, on the fifth floor. This is a new en- 
deavor on the part of Charity Hospital in an effort tu alleviate the 
shortage of physical therapists in this area. Dr. Nathan Polmer was 
appointed Director of this school, which was established through a fund 
of $75,000.00 from the Legislature as a special appropriation. 

The Milliken and Delgado Buildings were demolished during the 
past year after an agreement was made with Louisiana State University 
to exchange properties, whereby Charity Hospital received a tract of 
land on Gravier Street to be used as a parking area and the University 
received the Milliken and Delgado property for expansion of their Medi- 
cal School. 

The Eve Butterworth Dibert Memorial Building is now housing the 
interns of this hospital and helps to alleviate the congestion as far as 
housing facilities are concerned. This building, erected and furnished 
at a cost of $487,945.48, was ready for occupancy at the beginning 
of this fiscal year. 

'1 he Thilborger property in Barataria is being used as a lodge for 
convalescent patients, and furniture and fishing equipment were pro- 
vided for this purpose. 

t In the Main Building, the newly constructed Neuropsychiatrie Unit 
? n .\-. third floor was opened for occupancy, providing more adequate 
facilities and offering private and semi-private rooms, four dining 
rooms, two solaria, psychological laboratories, expanded occupational 
therapy facilities, an expanded psychiatric social service department, 
observation rooms for more disturbed patients, hydrotherapy units, am- 
ple clothes closets and soft-colored walls. Two-thirds of' the money 
used for this project was furnished by the U. S. Mental Health Depart- 
ment in the Mam Building, among other repairs and improvements, 
the lUectroeneephalgraphK Department was enlarged and moved to 
iTL Si , ' and an actional machine was purchased On the

During the fiscal year 129 additional employees were added to 
the payroll substantially contributing to the increase in personnel cost. 
At the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1952, there were 2,947 employ- 
ees on the payroll, not including 523 resident doctors, internes and stu- 
dents. We wish to call attention to the fact that 1,861 persons were 
employed and 1,732 released accounting for a labor turnover of 62.32% 
Also there were 18,824 man-days lost due to illness. 

The employees in the Maintenance and Engineering Departments 
were paid $26,196.33 for overtime work during the fiscal year. The 
Maintenance Department labor cost was credited for the cost of labor 
furnished for the maintenance and alterations to endowed buildings, 
totaling $10,464.10. 

The cost of food consumed increased $19,495,76 or 2.08'v compared 
with the previous year.

The Annual Report of the Sisters' Division for the Fiscal Year End- 
ing June 30, 1952 is hereby submitted; 

The over-all planning, coordination, and control of the activities of 
the Nursing Department, the Schools of Nursing, both Professional and 
Practical, the Dietary Department, and the Housekeeping Department, 
all centered in the Sisters' Division, have functioned smoothly and satis- 
factorily during the past Fiscal year. 

The Sisters' directing these departments will make a detailed report, 
so that this report will be brief and of a general nature. 

In the month of May — 1952 the Professional School of Nursing re- 
ceived temporary Accreditation from the National Nurs- 
ing Accrediting Service, and were further advised to apply for Full 
Accreditation, by so doing they hope to raise their standards towards 
greater efficiency, and better care of the patients. 

The Nursing Service Department continues to give efficient serv- 
ice to the various departments despite the fact of the nursing shortage 
of graduate nurses, while the task has been most arduous, service has 
been given. We wish to commend the Sisters' and Graduate Nurses' for 
their generosity in taking additional duties to supply for the vacancies 
in the graduate staff. 

The School of Practical Nursing continues to grow, we have been 
very fortunate in recruiting a larger number of students, after gradua- 
tion many of these graduate practical nurses' have been employed in 
the hospital, this has enabled us to give better bedside care to our pa- 
tients. In the month of January 1952, The National association for the 
Practical Nurse Education, gave it a Tentative Accreditation, and we 
are hoping in the near future we shall procure a full National" Accredi- 
tation. 

In the month of February 1952, it was thought advisable to acquire 
larger space for the Anesthesia Recovery Room, the former one being 
too inadequate for the volume of patients needing this service, this was 
granted, Sister Marie R. N., B. S. is in charge of this specialized service, 
the Doctors have commended service given in this department. 

The Dietary Department has completed another successful year. 
The high standards of the food service to patients and personnel have 
been maintained, and the training of Dietitians has met the require- 
ments of the American Dietetic Association. 

The housekeeping throughout the Hospital and the living quarters 
of the personnel has been efficiently carried on through the past year. 
A series of educational conferences to the personnel of this Department 
have been given, and have proved very beneficial by improving the 
methods of cleaning and in the morale of the workers.

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STUDY OF NURSING FUNCTIONS 

As planned in the report for the fiscal period, July 1, 1950 to 
June 30, 1951, a study of nursing functions in connection with the De- 
partment of Nursing has gone forward in the Premature Infant Station, 
and is under the direction of the Tulane University Urban Life Research 
Institute. The study got under way, June 15, 1952, and is to continue 
for the period of one year, The study falls into four different areas: 

1. lhe physical environment and its arrangement 

2. The individual skills, knowledges, etc., possessed and required 
i>y the various professional and non-professional personnel work- 
ing in the nursery. 

3. The interpersonal environment — i. e., the way the various per- 
sonnel interact with each other, e.g., the division of labor and 
mutual dependencies dictated by the work flow 

4. The organizational and administrative structure' which sets the 
limits within which the nursing services can perform the duties 
assigned to them.

Quarterly reports on the progress of the study will be provided bv 
the Urban Life Research Institute. In addition, a final report setting 
forth the detailed procedures, methods, and results, of the study will 
be provided. 

Because of the many improvements in the physical facilities at 
Charity Hospital, the Nursing Department's task of providing nursing 
care has been greatly lessened. Among these, the renovated Isolation 
and Neuro-Psychiatrie Divisions rank uppermost. The better faciliiies 
provided for m the Surgical Recovery Wards, now located in W1106 
and W1110, places Charity Hospital's Recovery Unit amongst the finest 
in this section. The Personnel Health Clinic recently completed and es- 
tablished in C602, allows for the improved functioning of this service 
in providing health services to the personnel. Two full-time graduate 
professional nurses, plus a clerical assistant have been employed for 
this division separating the activity of the out-patient service with the 
in-service Infirmary care. Better quarters have provided for the Guild 
Room also, and these facilities are now located on 6th floor.

State Board of Nursei Examiners Annual Report 

Miss Carrie Spurgeon, Educational Supervisor of the State, made 
her annual visit on February 15, 1952 after which she submitted the 
following recommendations in part: 1) that evening and night duty for 
student nurses be reduced to a minimum; 2) that the graduate nurse 
staff be increased to provide sufficient numbers so that all wards on 
all shifts be under the supervision of graduate registered nurses; 3) 
that the facilities of the Clinics be utilized for the education of student 
nurses. 

National Nursing Accrediting Service Survey 

This School of Nursing, together with 1103 schools throughout the 
United States and Territories of Hawaii and Puerto Rico, participated 
in a survey made by the National Nursing Accrediting Service. The 
survey consisted of a questionnaire answered by the School and a one 
day visit of a representative of the NNAS, The Charity Hospital School 
of Nursing received temporary accreditation which is for a period of 
four years, dltriag which time the school has the opportunity to apply 
for full accreditation. 

Recruitment 

During the year active recruitment by means of press and radio 
publicity, posters, visits to schools, and participation with the State 
Committee on Careers obtained the following results: 

enquiries 1553 accepted applications 200 

applications 396 rejected applications 115 
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Of the 200 applications accepted only 172 registered. 

The high rate of rejection resulted from higher admission stand- 
ards set with the hope of reducing the number of withdrawals because 
of failure in theory. 

STUDENT WELFARE 

Residence — the total residents in the Nurses' Home number 445; 
of these 294 are Charity students, 145 affiliating students, 3 faculty, 
one anesthetist, and two hostesses. The number during the vear has 
fluctuated between 537 and the present number. 

The home is in good repair on the interior with the exception of 
the floors, many of which need to be replaced. 

The personnel consists of a resident supervisor, six hostesses, five 
clerks, three switchboard operators, six elevator operators and one 
guard. The turnover among the hostesses and clerks has been tremen- 
dous due partly to the hours of work and partly to salaries. 

Health Program — positions for a health nurse and a part time sec- 
retary were approved to become effective July 1, 1952 to supervise the 
student nurse health program. This was necessitated by the high rate 
of illnesses among students as compared to the National average. 

Recreation — program is supervised and directed bv a full time 
faculty member with the help of a half time secretary'

At the close of the 1951-52 fiscal period, the total number of classes 
admitted since the School was opened (March 15, 1950), numbered six.

The Charity Hospital's Mass Chest X-Ray Unit continued lo do an 
excellent job during the fiscal year, U. S. P. H. S. personnel and other 
physicians who visited our Unit were impressed with the volume of 
work that was being done. It was pointed out to us bv the U. S, P. 
H. S. physicians that the Charity Hospital's 70 mm Chest X-Ray Unit 
wii.« doing a greater volume of work than any other similar Unit in 
America. 

In addition to the important work which this Unit was doing in 
diagnosing tuberculosis and other pulmonary diseases, it was gratifying 
to note that our new program concerned with the investigation of 
heart disease was coming along nicely. Patients whose films are found 
to have abnormal cardiac silhouettes when read by our Tuberculosis 
Consultant, Dr. Sydney Jacobs, also have their chest films interpreted 
by a cardiologist, Dr. Louis Levy III, who then determines the advis- 
ability of performing complete cardie-vascular studies. 

Tl i'\^ 1 !°i ving is a breakdown of the films read during the fiscal 
year of 1951-58. We have added the 1949-50 figures for comparison:

Of the satisfactory 70 mm films, 3.44% were reported as tubercu- 
losis and suspicious of tuberculosis and 5.73'/- were reported as having 
shadows suggestive of other pathology. 

In addition to the small films taken, 808 large (14x17) chest 
x-ray films were taken of which 35 showed definite evidence of tuber- 
culosis ant 210 were interpreted as being suspicious of tuberculosis. 
(Other pathology, other than tuberculosis, was found in 58 of the 
large films.)

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This is the first year in which we are able to give an Annual Re- 
port of the cardiac cases which have been found as a by-product of our 
Mass Chest X-Ray Survey. As previously explained, patients whose film 
is interpreted as showing a cardiac abnormality by the physician who 
reads the chest x-ray films are referred to a cardiologist who then de- 
cides whether the abnormality Js important enough for the patient to 
be referred to Charity Hospital's Medicine or Pediatric Clinics for a 
thorough evaluation. 

During the fiscal year (1951-52) 2,330 cases were found to have 
a film suspicious of heart disease. Since 70,637 small films were taken, 
3.29% of these films were found to have some evidence of heart dis- 
ease. Of this number of suspicious cases referred to our cardiologist, 
he felt that 311 cases were serious enough to merit an immediate clinic 
investigation in Charity Hospital's crowded clinics. 

Thus 13.34 ^f of the patients whose films were found to have some 
evidence of cardiac disease by our Tuberculosis Consultant, were found 
to be important enough to merit immediate attention by our Cardiologist. 

The Chest X-Ray Unit of the Charity Hospital is under the super- 
vision of the Tuberculosis Control Section of the Louisiana State Health 
Department.

July 1, 1951 to June 30, 1952 



The Poliomyelitis Center, located in the Lapeyre Miltenberger Home 
for Convalescents, has a 136-bed capacity and occupies the second, 
third, fourth and sixth floors. The second floor accommodates patients 
who are in isolation and/or respirators; it also houses the secretary's, 
typist's, and medical social worker's office. Third and fourth floors 
are convalescent wards. On sixth floor, the supervisor's office and 
lounges for graduate nurses, and white and colored subsidiary workers 
are located. 

From July 1, 1951 to June 30, 1952, 307 patients were admitted 
to the Poliomyelitis Center. Out of this number, 241 were diagnosed 
and treated for poliomyelitis. During this period there were 17 bulbar 
eases, 14 respirator cases and 7 deaths. Two respirator cases were 
carried over from last year. 

The personnel at present is made up of 18 full-time graduate 
nurses, 2 part-time graduate nurses, 7 graduate practical nurses, 2 stu- 
dent practical nurses, and 28 subsidiary workers. 

Children at the Poliomyelitis Center receive instruction from a 
teacher employed by the Orleans Parish School Board. Monthly birthday 
parties are sponsored by schools of New Orleans and directed bv the 
teacher. Moving pictures are shown twice weekly.

ELECTRON MICROSCOPE DEPARTMENT 

July 1, 1951 to June 30, 1952 



In the summer of 1951 visits were made to 8 e. m. laboratories on 
the eastern seaboard. Valuable contacts were made and much useful 
information obtained. 

As an immediate result of this trip, the electron microscope was 
modernized in accordance with the latest developments of the instru- 
ment. A self-biased gun was installed which added greatly to the elec- 
tion beam intensity. An intermediate lens was also placed in the in- 
strument; this made possible the coverage of a wider range of magnifi- 
cation without the necessity of changing pole pieces. 

Separate projects were carried on with : 

1) Mr. Verne W. Tripp, Southern Regional Research Laltoiainiy, in ;i 
futher study of cotton fibers.

Publications of work done on cotton fibers with th Charity Hou- 
pital electron microscope appeared in the December, 1951 issue of the 
Textile Research Journal. 

A demonstration of results in the electron microscope study of 
rat lung was presented at the national meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation of Anatomists in Providence, R. I., in March, 1952. This demon- 
stration created wide interest because of the high calibre of work on 
a controversial topic. 

The facilities for metal shadowcasting, ultra-thin sectioning, and 
electron microscopy were shown to hundreds of visitors at Charity Hos- 
pital during the year.

During the past fiscal year the services of the Lung Station have 
been broadened by the addition of equipment for the determination of 
blood-gas tensions and the more accurate determination of respiratory 
and blood gases. Additional technical help was secured for this purpose". 
In addition, our work was greatly facilitated by the employment of a 
student on a part time basis with funds received from the Upjohn 
Company, 

A total of 558 different studies were carried out during the year.

Interpretation is a part of all of the services given- — interpretation 
of the patient's illness, its limitations, and his reactions to it to the pa- 
tient himself, to his family, to other social agencies and to interested 
individuals in the community. Interpretation was given to approximately 
19,699 patients and their families, to social agencies on approximately 
8,499 patients and 7,449 interested individuals in the community. 

Sixty per cent of the workers' time was spent interviewing pa- 
tients and their families in the wards, clinics, admitting department or 
the Social Service office, while 34% was spent writing letters, record- 
ing case material and telephoning social agencies, and 6% in super- 
visory conferences. 

In order to help patients carry out the doctors' recommendations 
which will enable them to be as comfortable and as active as possible 
with their illness, medication, dressings, appliances may be necessary 
as may be temporary shelter or transportation to and from New Orleans 
in order to receive special treatment in the clinic. When patients do 
not have sufficient funds of their own to meet these expenses hospital 
funds or private funds from a church or civic organisation have been 
secured. Two families in New Orleans left money to be used to meet 
the medical relief needs of patients: the Weil Convalescent Fund which 
can be spent at the rate of $30 a month and the Stauffer- East wick 
Fund at $400 a month. A third fund, the Patients' Welfare Fund 
amounts to $100 a month and is allocated as part of the department 
budget. Jesuit Social Service, Rabbi Feibelman, the Pilot Club Christ 
Church Cathedral and several interested individuals have given' money 
over a period of years. This year $11,051.33 was spent to meet the

the fiscal year. With the discontinuance of the Christ Church Cathedral 
Fund the problem of providing medication and expensive appliances 
for Negro children has been most acute. Since July 1948 a total of 
$3,250 was given to this fund by a private individual'tind 1,522 pas 
were helped during this period. This shows that the need is too great 
for private individuals to meet permanently. 

In the community staff members served on committees of the 
Council of Social Agi'iicies and professional organizations as well as on 
the boards of voluntary health agencies. This included committees in- 
terested in improving public health nursing, increasing facilities for the 
training of practical nurses, developing facilities for the care of con- 
valescent children, especially children with tuberculosis, increasing serv- 
ices to unmarried mothers, improving and safeguarding- public assistance 
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grants, developing care for the chronically ill, especially Negro patients 
with cancer, developing resources for medical relief. 

All of these gaps in the community, especially the lack of facilities 
.tor the care of convalescent children, for mentally defective children, 
tor the care of the chronically ill and for medical relief together with 
the lack of resources for the tuberculous, the mentally HI, for adult 
convalescents and for temporary shelter affect the work of the depart- 
ment by making it difficult to plan with patients for after care. It is 
important, therefore, that the department participate with other groups 
in New Orleans and Louisiana to work toward the development of re- 
sources to meet these lacks. 

u j £'£?' sch , ool , of social work students from both Tulane and LSU 
had field work placements in Social Service: 20 in medical social work 
ana 80 m psychiatric social work; 36 were supervised by the two 
schools and 14 by the department. Because of insufficient staff it is 
not possible for Social Service to assume the responsibility for super- 
vision of many students.
